1 . This application is in condition for allowance except for the following formal 
matters: 

Claims 19-24 and 29-37 are objected to because of the following informalities: 
claim 19 is stated on page 9 of the amendment filed 4-3-2007 as being amended to 
include the subject matter of claims 25, and new claim 35 is said to be based on original 
claim 18, and that claims 18 and 25 had been indicated as being allowable if rewritten in 
independent form so claims 19 and 35 should now be allowable. 

It is noted that both claim 19 and claim 35 have omitted the term "core" which is 
associated with the embodiment of figure 4 of the present invention and played an 
important role in why the Examiner indicated those claims as allowable. Accordingly, - 
core - should be inserted in claim 19 at line 10 after "cladding", and also should be 
inserted in claim 35 in line 5 after "cladding".
